All blue ang red ration stamps
validated before December, 1944
and all outstanding  sugar
stamps except sugar stamp 34
were cancelled at 12:01 a. m.
Dec. 26, Blue stamps A8 through

Z8 and A5 through W5 were,
cancelled. Blue stamps X5, Y5,

Z5, A2 and B2 remain valid. Red
stamps, A8 through Z8 and Ab
through P5 are cancelled. Re-
maining valid are red stamps
Q5, R5 and S5,

Five' canned vegetables were,

added to the ration list Dec, 26,
These are asparagus, corn, wax
or green beans, peas and
spinach, E

At the same time OPA an-
nounced that ration point values
of processed fruits and juices,
tomatoes and tomato juices’ will
remain unchanged until 12:01
am, Sunday, Dec, 31, when new
and lower "point values will be
announced,

Point value of butter changed
to 24 points per pound, effective
12:01 a.m, Sunday, Dec, 81.

Most unrationed meats are re-
turned to the ration list, effect.

New stnmps vallda!od are five
red stamps—T5, U5, V5, W5
and X6 may be used beginning
Sunday, Dec, 31,

Five new blue stamps for pro.
cessed foods—C2, D2, E2, F2
and G2 become good Monday,
Jan, 1.

A new stamp for sugar will be
made valid for five pounds on
Feb. 1, OPA said.

Point values being established
for previously point-free canned
vegetables arc as follows—aspa.
ragus, No, 2 can, 10 blue points;
green or wax beans, No.
can 10 points; vacuum-packed
whole kernel corn, 12-ounce can,
20 points; all other corn except
corn on cob, No. 2 can, 20
points; peas, No. 2 can, 20
points; spinach, No. 2 can, 10
points,

Present values for most canned
fruits and juices now costing
points are reduced 10 points per
can. The point cost of the 10
to 14 ounce size of tomato cat-
sup and chill sauce is reduced
from the former 50 points to 30
points. Grapefruit and orange
Juices remain point free,

Instead of going from store t
store checking ceiling prices, of
shopping around for the lowest
pri the ‘housewife, on a regu-
lar visit to the grocer she pat-
ronizes produces an ‘“anti-infla--
tion grocery check list,” writes
down each item that she pur-
chases, -the pricé” charged and
then compares this price with
the ceiling prices posted by the
merchant. If she finds the price
charged at variance with the ad-
| vertised price she simply calls
the overcharge to the attention
of the grocer.  Perhaps there's
a‘reason, the grocer hasn't post-
ed the :uppl«-m(-m.ll price list re-
| cently issued or is displaying an
'old list: - He .promises to get-up
a corrected list and both buyer
| and seller have rendered. a-serv-
ice towards keeping down the
cost of living.

Already, the Community Sm!
ice Chairman and the Price Pan
el Chairman of every Southern
California war price and ration-
ing board have received litera-
ture and instructions which form
the basis of the-campaign. Lo
cal OPA boards have the respon..
sibility for distributing copies
of the “Anti-Inflation Grocery
Check List* to organized groups
in -every community. These
groups, in turn, will distribute
single copies of the check list to
their members for checking pur-
poses when they are making
regular purchases. There ig to
be no “over tfie counter” single
copy distribution of check lists
from the local OPA board. All
copies much reach the consumer
through organized groups and
are to be returned in bulk lots
to the chairman of the Pri
Panel of every local OPA boar
